Incidentally it is stated that in August, 
1906, bread was 5 cents for a pound loaf, The 
price now is the same, but the loaf weighs 
only three-quarters of a pound.

Thomas H. Riley of Joliet Says 
Dunne Will Drop Deneen 
Inland Waterway Plan. 


EXPECTS TO BE ON BOARD. 


The Lorimer” plan of building the Ni- 
nols section of the lakes to the gulf deep wa- 
terway is one of the chief items on the pro- 
gram of the coming legislature. The plan 
involves the expenditure of the $20,000,000 
bond issue already authorized by the voters 
of Tilfnois, and of the $1,000,000 now appro- 
priated by the federal government for @ 
joint commission to be named by the presi- 
dent and by Gov. Elect Dunne. 

Thies news Was brotight to Chicago yes- 
terday by former Representative Thomas H. 
Riley of Joliet, late Democratic candidate for 
congress against Congressman Copley. Mr. 
Riley was a member of the Illinois legisla- 
ture in 1900 and voted for Mr. Lorimer for 
senator. He expects to be one of the II- 
nois commissioners to spend the $21,000,000, 
and said as much without reservation when 
seen at the Hotel Le Salle. 


Says Deneen Plan Is Dead. 

“The Deneen plan of water power con- 
servation has been knocked in the head five 
separate and distinct times by popular vote, 
Mr. Riley said. “Tt has been thoroughly 
and finally repudiated, and it now is up to 
Illinois to perform its duty and authorize 
through the general assembly the appoint- 
ment of a commission. This board will co- 

operate with the federal government on the 
only feasible method of doing business, and 
will inaugurate action as soon as the proper 
legislation can be enacted by the incoming 
general assembly.

Sixteen Hurt. When Passenger 
Train Crashes Through Open 
Switch Into Freight. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 13.— The wreck on 
the Cincinnati Hamilton and Dayton rall- 
wey at Irviheton early this morning, in 
which fifteen persons were killed and six- 
teen injured, was due to the company’s fal'~- 
ure to install a block signal system as had 
been ordered. 

This was the statement of inspectors of the 
Indiana railway commission, after a thor- 
oucn investigation of the crash. Had this 
order been obeyed, the commission says, the 
wreck could not have occurred. 

The wreck was caused by the failure of the 
head brakeman of a freight to close the 
switch to a siding on which his train had 
been run to let the rapidiy running passenger 
train. which was more than an hour late, 
pass. 

Carl Gross the head brakeman, has as- 
sumed blame for the disaster. He hes not 
been arrested, but is under police guard at 
a hospital, where he lies with a broken leg. 

Late in the day, after the wrecking crews 
had completed the search of the demolished 
passenger cars, the coroner's office here gave 
out a correct list of the dead and injured.

Canalejas Entombed While All Spain 


Mourns—Press Praises Minister as 
Great Statesman. 

MADRID, Nov. 18.—The body of the Span- 
ish premier, José Canalejas, was entombed 
in the Spanish pantheon this afternoon with 
the highest national honore. The entire na- 
tion is in mourning and ali civil life and 
business were suspended in Madrid until 
after the ceremony. 

King Alfonso, accompanied by Prince 
Charies of Bourbon-Sicilies and Prince Fer- 
dinand of Bavaria, infants of Spain, walked 
behind the hearse from the chamber of dep- 
uties to the pantheon, while 260,006 persons 
stood with uncovered heads in tribute to the 
dead premier.

Hopeful, but Not Overly, So, of 
His Re-election, He 
Explains.

VIEWS ON 


President Says the Present Pro- 
gressive Movement Contem- 
plates the Impossible. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—[Special.]— 
William Howard Taft, defeated eight days 
ago, but still president for four monthe, to- 
night gave his views of politics, policies, and 
Parties. It was his first Statement for pub-. 
lication since the election. In part the presi- 
dent said: 

“I was very hopeful, as my position as 
leader required me to be, that there would 
be a different result. I was surprised at 
Mr. Roosevelt’s strength as compared with 
that of the regular Republican ticket. 


Hopeful, but Not Overly So, 

Ot course, I could not be blind to the fact 
that struck every one, that, if you take a 
majority party and divide it in two—uniess 
the majority is very large, and indeed ours 
wes not—the solid minority party: is apt to 
prevail over either of the parts of the ma- 
jority. And so it was. 

“ While I was hopeful, I was not ina con- 
dition of mind where the defeat greatly dis- 
appointed me, and now it would seem to me 
ae if I had never anticipated any different 
situation. The oriticisms and attacks upon 
my administration, of Which I seem to have 
had more than hae fallen to the lot of most, 
covering two or three years, had not pre- 
pared me for a triumphant reélection, and 
had not greatly misled me as to my popu- 
larity among the American people. 


New Party Views “Impossible.” 

In discussing the new party’s entrance into 
the political affairs of the nation the presi- 
dent says: 

“The difficulty I find with the present pro- 
gressive program is that it contemplates the 
impossible. It assumes that legislation can 
do everything with the Individual and with 
the government, and in that way make over 
the world without making over, or making 
allowance for, the individual by individual 
influence and individual changes. It ts hold 
ing up a prize to the followers of the cause 
that is quite beyond any possible realization. 

But the country cannot afford to turn 
itself over to a class of men who do not de- 
serve to figure in any more honorable light 
than quacks do the practice of medicine. It 
would be too great danger to the body poll- 
tie.“

Bryan Would Let Them Talk in 
Congress, but Not Vote. 


|PAY NOT AN ESSENTIAL. 


U. S. Soon to Have Two Ex-Presidents 
and Two Ex-Vice Presidents. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—A plan to ad- 
mit ex-presidents, ex-vice presidents, and 
ex-speakers of the house of representatives 
to the floors of the two houses of congress, 
with the privilege of debate but not of vot- 
ing upon pending measures, was proached 
today by William J. Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan's statement was coupled with a 
declaration that he favored a change in the 
time of convening congress, so that the new 
seasions would begin shortly after new mem- 
bers. took office, March 4. 


Two Ends in View. 

“ The questionis often : What shall 
we do with our ex-presidents? Mr. Bryan 
said. It seems to me that the nation 
might avail itself of ‘their services and at 
the same time afford them a dignified means 
of keeping in communication with the public. 

It has occurred to me that both these ends 
could be attained by a law giving an ex- 


president the privileges of the floor In both 
the senate and house, with permission to 
take part in debate, without, of course, the 
privilege of voting or serving on — 
tees. 

The retiring vice president should 50 
given these privileges of the floor of the 
senate under the same limitations, and I gee 
no reason why they should not be accorded to 
an ex-speaker of the house, if he retires from 
congress.” 

Pay Not Essential Feature. 

Asked if his plan contemplated salaries, 
Mr. Bryan replied, “‘ Not necessarily. Ip 
fact, it ought not to be considered from the 
standpoint of benefiting the persons to whom 
the privileges should be granted. 

“At this time the plan proposed would 
extend ite benefits in the main to Republic- 
ans, as there is now one Republican ex-pres- 
ident and soon will be another, while there 
are two Republican ex-vice presidents, Levi 
P. Morton and Charles W. Fairbanks and one 
Republican ex-speaker, Joseph G. Cannon 
and one Democratic ex-vice president, Adlai 
E. Stevenson.”

FORCED TO ARREST HIM. 


Then Promoted to Rank of First 
Grade Detectives for Merit- 
orious Work. 


Nov. 13.—Two New York po- 
licemen plotted robberies and carried them 
out so cleverly that instead of being sus 
pected they were promoted fo first grade de- 
tectivee for their supposedly good work in 
connection with the crimes, according to 
Sing Sing evidence read into the police 
investigation records today.

The Teachers’ federation is making a seri- 
ous mistake if it is planning to obstruct 
vocational education or its establishment on 
the most efficient lines. At times federation 
leaders have seemed to think that schools 
exist for the benefit of teachers rather than 
the benefit of pupils. It is to be hoped this 
theory will not result in a self-destructive 
attack upon one of the most important 
movements ever undertaken in Illinois. 

The federation, it is sald, fears that salary 
advances will be retarded by the expendi- 
tures necessary. to establish a vocational sys- 
tem, especially if the separate boards pro- 
vided by the so-called Cooley bill are adopted. 

The argument is selfish, reactionary, and, 
from‘ the public. point of view, Irrelevant. 
If it is urged, it will do more toward retard- 
ing salary advance than anything else, for 
it will advise public opinion that the teach- 
ers, in order to get more money for them- 
selves, are opposing an institution which is 
vitally needed by the community. The prob- 
lem of half developed youth thrown unpre- 
pared into the whirl of economic competition 
and, what is worse, into the unchecked tem p- 
tations of the city streets, is one which must 
be met without delay. It is not to be de- 
ferred in order that the teachers may be 
better paid. The schools exist for the seeu- 
rity of the state and to keep alive our democ- 
racy. They exist for the pupils, not for the 
teachers. 3 

It would be pitiful if at the threshold of 
this great reform we should have selfish in- 

terest, jealousy, and prejudice threatening 
progress. We need greatly to approach the 
questions involved with fair minds and the 
determination to learn and adopt the very 
best system not from the point of view 
of any class but from the point of view of 
efficient citizenship.. The danger just now 
seems to be that a violent propaganda by 
organized opposition is to raise unjustified 
fears and prejudices. There is little real 
danger that salary advances will be retarded 
by such expenditure as will be called for at 
first, or that the present teaching force will 
be lessened. But even if both were to come 
about, the vocational system must be ac- 


cepted, and public „ be aroused 
to its support without delay. 


* NO PROGRAM. 

It might astonish a foreign observer to 
learn that Gov. Woodrow Wilson, president- 
elect of the United States, hesitates in an 
important policy to the extent of not know- 
ing whether or not to call congress in extra 
session for tariff legislation.

Two or three years ago John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr. was made foreman of a grand jury 
in New York. 

During the proceedings of that body his 
eyes were opened to the white slave traffic 
and. to the conditions of the social evil in the 
city. : 5 

The revelations were terrible, and he de- 
termined that he would not be satisfied with 
the findings of the grand jury, but would set 
on foot a thorough investigation and inaug- 
urate organized warfare against the ancient 
evil, 

There became associated with him a num- 
ber of public spirited men in New York. 
They did not organize as a temporary reform 


| body. They organized for perpetuity. They 


bound themselves, their heirs, assigns, and 


estates to continue the prosecution of the 


work to which they had laid their hands 
from the time of signing the original agree- 
ment until the evils they had set out to fight 
either were eradicated or, if that is humanly 
impossible, effectually controlled. 

They determined first to be prepared. 
Then they or their representatives could go 
before the authorities and say: F 

Gentlemen, we have studied this ques- 
tion here and elsewhere. We have studied 
it in the light of history and in the fiercer 
light that beats on the problem today. We 
have studied it at home and abroad. We 
have brought the best minds to bear on this 
problem. We have listened, we have stud- 
ied, we have investigated every condition, 
every theory, every point of view, and we 
have come to the conclusion that the lessons 
of history and the necessities and problems 
of today make essential a certain form of 
procedure, 

“Now you, Mr. Mayor—or Gentlemen of 
the Board of Aldermen—you can reject our 
proposition. You can ignore our advice. 
You can refuse to put into operation the 
plans that we believe to be essential to the 
cure of this evil. You. can continue to play 
politics with this foul thing. You can per- 
mit it to remain as a poisonous source of 
political and police inefficiency and corrup- 
tion, as a reeking breeding ground of criine, 
disease, and degeneracy. But, gentlemen, 
you are elected for à few years and we are 
banded together for all time. We propose 
to continue this fight.” 

Nowhere in the world at any time has 
such an effort been made thoroughly to in- 
vestigate and settle, so far as it is humanly 
possible, this question. Mr. Rockefeller and 
his associates procured fourteen trained in- 
vestigators, among them an investigator 
employed by the Chicago vice commission. 
They have.studied conditions abroad and in 
America. They have spared no expense and 
no effort to master the tremendous problem. 
Their report is nearly complete and will soon 
be available. : In

own vice commission, will provide data and 
conclusions upon which can be worked out 
the best possible policy for Chicago. 

The problem, older than civilization, is 
not bettered by tinkering, and Chicago is 
surely sufficiently enlightened to work it out 
on the most advanced lines. No that we 
are tardily facing this dark question the 
conscience and the intelligence of the com- 
munity demand that it be dealt with not 
superficially and cynically but courageously, 
scientifically, and with effect. 

Let us go forward, not back, and let us be 
sure which way we are going.

THE CHICAGO BAKERY ORDINANCE. 
HE bulletin of the Chicago health de- 
partment contains the information 
that the Supreme court has upheld 
the bakery ordinance. This ordi- 
nance was directed at unclean. 
bakeries and, particularly, at those so 
located and so built that they could not 
possibly be kept in a sanitary condition. 
The ordinance, at the time of its passage, 
was warmly advocated by the journey- 
men and master bakers, and had the 
tacit approval of the large hotel and 
restaurant proprietors in the loop district. 
Its most strenuous advocates were the 
journeymen bakers, who knew of the dis- 
ease and disability which came to their 
members from working in insanitary shops. 
When the law went into effect, some 
of its support among the master bakers 
fell away, largely through the influence 
of one man. So long as the operation of 
the law bore down on the man with a 
small shop who sold his goods amongst 
his neighbors and friends, the hotel and 
restaurant keepers in the downtown dis- 
trict were in favor of it. As soon ag it 
began to bear down on them they were 
against it. 


~ 
Their business ts largely from people 
whose home kitchens are clean, who have 
high esthetic standards and who patronize 
no downtown houses except those where 
the outside appearance is one of high 
sanitary standards. That the cooks are 
working in a sanitary place, the customer 
must take on faith. 
By reason of these considerations, it is 
doubtful if this group could have been in- 
duced to fight the ordinance in the courts 
had a mayoralty election not been pend- 
ing. A certain man had lost out in ‘his 
organization. He had to have a job. 
Under the guise of fighting the ordinance 
the downtown group were persuaded to 
get into the election and also into the 
fight against the ordinance. Soon after 
election this group dropped out of the 
fight, but an organization of master bak- 
ers went on with it. They fought it 
in the courts, getting a decision in the 
Municipal court. It was from this deci- 
sion the city appealed. 


~~ 
Now the Supreme court has spoken. 
The journeymen and the health depart- 
ment have a decision which is satisfactory 
in that it not only settles the underground 
bakery question but establishes some 
valuable basic legal principles, the agita- 
tor and organizer has his job, and the 
silly obstructors are holding the sack. 


their holes. -The aboveground bakeries 
have increased from 750 to 1,800. The 
ordinance has increased the number of 
small bakeries. This always happens. 
There is no lie worked so hard as the lie 
that ordinances requiring better sanitation 
put the little fellow out of business. 

The milk ordinance increased business 
for the small milk dealer as the bakery 
ordinance increased the number and the 
prosperity of the small bakers.

LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY.

MPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH has just 
lost through death the commander of 
his superb Hungarian pbodyguard, 
whose uniforms are perhaps the most 
picturesque things of the kind to be 

seen at the courts of Vienna and Budapest. 

The commander was Gen. Prince Louis 

Esterhazy. who for the last twenty years of 

Queen Victoria’s reign was, as military at- 

taché of the Austrian embassy to the court 

of St. James, one of the most familiar and 
popular figures in English society. 

He was not regarded by the English asa 
foreigner, for, through his mother, Lady 
Sarah Villiers, daughter of the fifth Earl of 
Jersey, he was related to many of the greatest 
houses of the British aristocracy. 

The prince’s English grandmother, Sarah 

Countess of Jersey, ruled the English great 

world with a rod of iron in its most brilliant 

and most exclusive days, and so despotic was 
her sway that on one memorable occasion she 
actually declined, in her capacity of lady 
patroness of the famous Almack’s assemblies, 
to permit the admission of the great Duke of 

Wellington because he had arrived five min- 

utes late. 

She figures as Zenobia in Lord Beacons- 
field’s novel Endymion.” 


— 

Prince Louis died a bachelor, and thereby 
hangs a romance. For many years, long be- 
fore she became a widow, he was deeply at- 
tached to the ex-Queen of Naples. 

In fact, a couple of years or so after the 
death of King Francis it was currently re- 
ported that she had contracted a secret mar- 
riage with the prince, which she could have 
done without exposing herself to the im- 
putation of a mesalliance, since the prince 
belonged to the mediatized branch of his 
house, the members of which retain, among 
other former petty sovereign rights, that of 
mating with the reigning houses of Europe on 
a footing of perfect equality. 

The marriage, however, never materialized, 
and in recent years the prince saw but little 
if anything of the ex-queen, who resides 
mostly in Paris, whereas he made his home 
in Vienna after severing his connection with 
the Austrian embassy in London. 

That Emperor Francis Joseph held in high 
regard this prince, who had almost become 
his brother-in-law, is shown by the fact that 
he bestowed upon him not only the command 
of his Hungarian guard but also thé Order 
of the Golden Fleece and the colonelcy and 
proprietorship of the Eighth regiment of 
hussars, the bestowal of a regiment of this 
kind being an altogether exceptional dis- 
tinction, usually reserved for crowned heads 
and princes of the blood. 

The prince was on terms of great intimacy 
with King Edward and a frequent guest of 
the latter at Sandringham.

Louis Esterhazy is the hero of that some- 
what familiar story anent the defeat of @ 
designing adventuress through a cigar. 

He was traveling trom London to Hat- 
field to spend the week end with the late 
Lord and Lady Salisbury, and had just 
taken his place in a first class cumpartment 
at King’s Cross when suddenly, at the last 
moment, an elegantly dressed woman en- 
tered the carriage. : 

Under ordinary circumstances it is possible 
that he might have responded to the thread- 
bare artifices which she employed with the 
object of striking up a conversation. t 
by mere chance he had been reading a recent- 
ly published memoir of his old friend, Valen- 
tine Baker Pasha, and the effect of this was 
to call to hie mind the common practices of 
adventuresses In Europe to take advantage 
of the old world system of railroad compart- 
ments to blackmail susceptible and unpro- 
tected male travelers. 

Thanks to this, he declined to make any re- 
sponse to the advances of the lady and con-

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entirely oblivious to her blandishments, It 
was fortunate that he adopted this policy, for 
just before the only station between King’s 
Cross and Hatfield, she suddenly tore her hat 
from her head, disheveled her hair, and, as 
the train came to a standstill, put her head 
2 of the window and shrieked for assist- 

ce.

It was perhaps this extraordinary calmness 
on his part which led the railroad officials 
to hesitate a moment before collaring him, 
and the station master exclaimed: 

What have you to say to this charge? 

Without the slightest appearance of con- 
cern the prince, who was seated in the far 
corner of the compartment, replied: 

Only this.“ 

With that he pointed to his cigar, which 
showed a beautiful gray ash considerably 
over an inch in length. 5 

The station master was wise in his gen- 
eration, and on perceiving the 
touched his hat to him and said quietly: 

That's all right, sir.” 

He seized the woman instead, who, sadly 
éiscomfited, was led off in custody. 

The prince thereupon gave his card and in- 
formed the station master whither he was 
bound, but declined to prosecute, merely 
recommending the railroad officials to take 
a good look at the woman in order that they 
might recognize her and prevent her from 
preying on travelers less up to date and wide 
awake than himself. 

I related this story in these letters at the 
time it occurred, some twenty years ago 
(which was the first time it appeared in 
print), with particular pleasure, since Louis 
Esterhazy was an old and valued friend. 

I have since seen the adventure ascribed 
to all sorts of other persons. But it was to 
Louis Esterhazy that it actually and orig- 
inally happened.

The prince, like the other members ot the 
Esterhazy family, claimed to be descended 
from Quéen Esther of the Old Testament 
and also from the Hun monarch Attila. 
through Paul Esteras, who is on record as 
having been baptized in 900. 

The Esterhazys have always been mag- 
nates, that is to say, great nobles of Hungary, 
since the dawn of Magyar history, and every 
page of the history of Hungary, and in a 
slightly lesser degree that of Austria, con- 
tains mention of their. name. 

Thus Nicholas Esterhazy, as palatine of 
Hungary at the beginning of the seventeenth 
century, was one of the principal authors of 
the peace of Westphalia, which brought the 
thirty years’ war to a conclusion. 

His son bore himself so magnificently in the 
war against the Turks that he obtained from 
the emperor at Vienna the right of coining 
money and of conferring titles of nobility in 
Hungary. . 

Prince Nicholas Esterhazy was a favorite 
of Empress Maria Theresa, one of the prin- 
cipal commanders of the seven years’ war. a 
founder member of the Order of Maria 
Theresa, and the friend and patron of 
Haydn, who for thirty years was the con- 
éuctor of his private orchestra. 

It was his grandson and namesake to whom 
the first Napoleon offered the crown of St. 
The prince, however, declined to 
be King of Hungary save by the election of 
his fellow nobles and refused to accept the 
Magyar throne at the hands of Napoleon, 
stating that no gift from a man whom he 
regarded as a Corsican adventurer could add 
to the prestige or to the grandeur of his 
house.

Chicago, Nov. 12.—- [Mr. Editor.]—To the 
relic of barbarism as one of the Chicago 
papers calls it or the relic of national trait 
for Japan as we prefer to dall, the little tsland 
empire owes greatly for the maintenance of 
her integrity. If Japan were eo clyilized as 
the hon. Paper might have wished, probably 
the result of the late war with Russia would 
have been the reverse. And, H so the little 
old country with tradition of over two thou- 
sands years might have been disappeared 
long since from the map of the World. 

Fortunately, however, the people of Japan 
are still under influence of the ancient Bush- 
ido; and as long as there it remains—the 
spirit of so-called “ barbarism’ Japan is 
capable to stand firmly, making herself ton- 
spicuous in the declining Asia, with fair pros- 
pect in her future. 

Undoubtedly, the World has made a great 
edvance towards civilization up to present, 
and if that progress keep its going, there 
may be a day—possibly after thousand years 
—when man get rid of fighting instinct. 

And.a day the conservative Englishmen 
become citizens. Still at present, we are 
under our humble impression that it is too re- 
mote to believe in Cosmopolitanism under a 
Common governing machine of the whole 
World yet. 

Looking from the standpoint of Christian- 
ity and humanity in general, it is foolish, if 
not barbarous, that the German government 
tries so hard to win the competition of ship- 
building with Great Britain. Nay, not only 
German government but almost every coun- 
try losing her financial balance on the heavy 
expenditure for mah-slaughter machines. 
And tu quoque, America. 

Alas, civis pacem, bara bellum; that is 
under circumstances deemed necessary yet. 
Whether or not it is barbarous, is a country 
not in need of efficient army and navy? 
Moreover, of loyal subjects, faithful citizens 
like the late Nogi of Japan? 

Here I do not mean to try to cover Nogt's 
act with certain pretenses that pertinent with 
American idea, but I frankly say his act was 
only revelation of his extreme loyalty to the 
ruler. Of loyalty there is still corner in the 
heart of the Japanese to hold it dear. In 
Bushido, loyalty has its place as one of the 
best virtues. , 

Be it as it may, Nogt was only a simple 
soldier: fought for his ruler and country 
without wavering from his firm belief in the 
old national code of Japan. Say not, he wasa 
stoic, because it sounds more like cold heart - 
ed. He was a sensible man! Barbarism ” 
can find ample excuses in Bushido, and per- 
haps in many countries other than Japan. 

Japan has never been too slow to adopt 
Western civilization—chiefly material, but 
she hesitates to follow Western idea in cer- 
tain thing. ä 

1 hope that one will dare not to judge or 
criticise Japan harshly after seeing Madam 
Butterfly "or The Geisha Girl as to her 
moral: Typhoon as to the idiosyncrasy 
of her people. They look “ awfully funny.“

“This may seem like an extreme state- 
mont. Yet no careful reading of the amend- 
ing bill can lead us to any other conclusion. 
For the return to force is practically provided. 
The strike or lockout ie supposed to be the 
thing to be prevented at any coet—it is te be 
peace at any price. Yet provision is made 
for notice of a strike or lockout; and when 
there is a strike the secret ballot is not to 
be made imperative; it is to be left at the dis- 
cretion of the minister. 


Aimed at Nonunionists. 

“ But the worst feature of the bill, in our 
opinion, is that it does not regard the non- 
unionist as a person worthy of consideration. 
Preference to unionists is to be granted, if 
in the opinion of the board it ts likely to be 
conducive to industrial- peace. Mr. Flowers 
sald, in reference to this, that the strong 
unions cared nothing about it. They were 
already in too strong a position to trouble 
about preference. The intention was to 
safeguard the weak unions. But presumably 
the Weak unions are those which cannot 
force the nonunionists to come in and which 
feel the competition. So that preference is to 
be granted if the weak unions demand it and 
threaten industrial war. 

‘** Which means that the whole bill is aimed 
at the nonunionist and is to be a weapon in 
the hands of labor governments to force him 
either to starve or submit. Is this likely to 
lead to peace? Is peace an ideal worth ac- 
cepting under these conditions? The essen- 
tlal thing is that the board will now be com- 
pelled to grant preference. So far it has been 
| permissive.” 


Slaves and Shackles. 
„The second editorial talks of shackles and 
implies slaves: 

“Tt was certainly never the original pur- 
pose of trades unionism to deprive men of 
that most essential! attribute of any rational 
being. This isa latter day development, and 
the marvel is that a people who, after ages 
of determined struggle, shook off all the 
shackles that had been imposed on their 
right to own their own souls, should now be 
found returning to a moral slavery. 
For that is the position of a unionist as 
we see it at present Illustrated in Brisbane. 
He can make no agreement with his employ- 
ers that he must not be prepared to turn 
around and repudiate whenever he is or- 
dered: In this matter, while he remains a 
unionist he cannot help himself nor can his 
own union help him. He may be perfectly 
satisfied with the conditions of his employ- 
ment; his union may be perfectly satisfied, 
but his union has not the deciding voice any 
more than he has himself.

STDNET.—1e it not apparent from thfs 
review of Australlan industrial legislation 
that we are up against a stone wall? It is 
@ serious matter, and I can see only one way 

over the wall. 

As the case stands now, trade unionism 
says: We will strike if we want to; you can- 
not prevent it; employers must employ unlon- 
ists—if not we will kick over the whole arbi- 
tration business and go back to the good old” 
days of free fight, and in that we would win, 


for we are the stronger? 

Result? The worker must join the union. 
And the result of that? Industrial society 
becomes organized inté water tight compart- 
ments. Andthen? Well, the ultimate stage 
is the elimination of every distinction be- 
tween capital and labor, between employer 
and employé. Meanwhile I invite you to in- 
spect two samples of editorial opinion, rep- 
resentative of the most powerful capiteHatip 
press in Australja. 0 

First, we get the anti-labor view about 
preference, strikes, etc.: 

“* You cannot pay too big a price for in- 
dustrial peace,’ exclaimed the vice president 
of the executive council in the upper house 
last night when moving the second reading 
of the bill to amend the existing arbitration 
law. Mr. Flowers evidently meant what he 
said, and we are quite prepared to admit that 
the government is in earnest in its desire to 
secure industrial peace. 


Several Kinds of Peace. 

„But there is peace and peace. To create a 
desert and call it peace may be Cœsarlan or 
Napoleonic, but the, dispassionate student 
of history is disposed to give such form of 
conquest another name. Moreover, it is pos- 
sible to buy the peace which does not create 
@ desert as the preliminary to absolute rule 
at too high a rate. 

“The peace which satisfies one party and 
leaves the rest of the community in slavery 
may be satisfactory from one point of view, 
and a certain form of prosperity may arise 
from it; but since true liberty is worth dying 
for on occasion, Mr. Flowers’ critics may 


that he is acting disloyally to his own in- 
terest in throwing to the winds the asset 
represented by a long term of faithful service 
and putting himself in the position of having 
to begin all over again when the age for 
adaptability to new men and new ways has 
Perhaps passed. No matter. He may fully 
realize that he is ordered to act unjustly to 
his employer and foolishly to himself, but 
the test of his new unionism will be in the 
readiness with which he obeys.”

IN PANAMA CANAL 


Proclamation Covers Rates to 
Be Paid by Foreign Ship- 
ping of World. 


TOP PRICE SAME AS SUEZ. 


American Coastwise Trade Ex- 
empted, as Are Warships of 
the United States. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 13.—President Taft 
tonight issued 4 proclamation fixing the 
rates that the foreign shipping of the world 
shall pay for passage through the Panama 
canal. 

The proclamation, made under authority 
of the cand! act, passed by congress in Au- 


gust, establishes a merchant vessel rate of 


$1.20 per net tom of actual carrying capacity, 


with a reduction of 40 per cent on ships in 


ballast. 


Condition in Taft Proclamation. 
The provisions of the proclamation ere as 


' Coliows: 


On merchant vessels carrying passen- 
gers or cargo, $1.20 per net vessel ton— 
each 100 cubic feet—of actual earning 
capacity. 

On veswels in ballast without passen- 
gers or cargo 40 per cent less than the rate 
of tolls for vessels with passengers or 
cargo. 

Upon naval vessels other than trane- 
ports, colliers, hospital ships and supply 
ships, 50 cents per displacement ton. 

Upon army and navy transports, cal- 
Hers, hospital ships and supply ships 
$1.20 per net ton, the vessels to be meas- 
ured by the same rules as are employed in 
determining the net tonnage of merchant 
vessels. 

The secretary of war will prepare and 
prescribe such rules for the measurement 
of vessels and such regulations as may be 
necessary and proper to carry this proc- 
lamation into full force and effect. 


Exempts Coastwise Shipping. 

American coastwise shipping was exempted 
from toll payment by congress. It waeto this 
provision of the act that Great Britain diplo- 
matically protested, but no reference to the 
incident was made in the president’e proc- 
klamation. 

American naval vessels are exempted with- 
out specific mention either in the act of con- 
gress or the proclamation because the author- 
ities. believed it unnecessary to explain the 
uselessness of payment from its navy depart- 
ment pocket to the one belonging to the treas- 
ury department. 

The rates named in the proclamation are 


be forgiven for reminding him that it is possi-

“Strikes are bad: let us abolish strikes: 
but.the only way to abolish strikes is to take 
eare that the unionist gets practicaliy all he 
asks for. Such may be given as the three 
heads of the argument of the representative 
of the government in the upper house. He 
had admitted that there would be more power 
vested in the unions than is possessed by the 
high court; and when reminded of this dur- 
ing the development of his argument he 
said: Well, why not, if they use it dis- 
ereetly? The whole intention of the amend- 
ing bill is to make unionism supreme, and 
practically to place all industry under its 
heel. This is to be the peace for which too 
high a price cannot possibly be paid. 


Government’s Sincerity Admitted. 

„We admit the government's sincerity in 
submitting its amending bill; we also admit 
that its proposals have been made with the 
desire to remove difficulties and straighten 
the course of administration. For many 
years.now there has been a piling up of ex- 
perience, and compulsory arbitration so far 
has tended to breed strikes, not to prevent 
them. Now comes what is to be a great 
experiment. He confesses, in effect, that if 
the present proposed: labor legislation fails, 
there is nothing left to hope from compulsion 
by law. That isto say, if the grouping of in- 
dustries, the granting of preference to 
- unionists, the placing of the appointments of 

chairmen of wages boards in the hands of 
the government, and the extension of the 
machinery of arbitration, while appearing to 
simplify it, fail, then the next thing will be

On Paying Basis in Twenty Years. 

Aceording to Prof. Johnson's report to the 
president, algo made public tonight, the Pan- 
ama canal should be upon a self-sustaining 
basis in twenty years. It should compete 
euccessfully with the Suez route for the traf- 
fic of Europe with South American west 
coast points and with New Zealand, but can- 
not be expected to compete successfully for 
Europe's trade to the far east. 

Taking the estimates of the canal com- 
mission for expenses of operation and main- 
tenance of the canal and for: the improve- 
ments held to be necessary at the end of.a 
decade, Prof. Johnson figures the rate per 
net ton can be reduced at the end of ten years 
to $1. 

Even With this rate, which, he says, prob- 
ably will correspond closely with the rate 
that may then be enforced through the Suez 
canal, the United States will obtain enough 
revenue from foreign vessels to pay all fixdd 
charges, provide a sinking fund of 1 per 
cent to retire the Panama canal bonds, and 
still find a yearly balance. 

The Johneon report shows that a foretgn 
traffic of about 9,000,000 tone may be ex- 
pected through the canal during ite first two 
years of operation; a trafficof more than 14. 
000,000 tons in 1920 and 14,000,000 tons ip 
1925. 


Touches All Toll Questions. 

The report goes into all phases of the canal 
tolls question. Prof. Johnson's defense of 
the $1.20 rate for merchant vessels is based 
on several grounds. It reads in part ee fol- 
lows: 

A toll of $1.20 per net ton on loaded mer- 
chant vessels and a reduction of 40 per cent 
from the standard rate in the case of vessels 
in ballast will place the Panama canal and its 
rival, the Suez canal, upon an equal com- 
petitive footing. 

The Panama canal must compete with the 
Suez route for the commerce of the eastern 
seaboard of the United States and of the At- 
lantic-North Sea ports of Europe with the 
Orient east of Singapore. For voyages be- 
tween the eastern ports of the United States 
and the Orient, fuel expenses via Paname 
will be less than by way of Suez; and, with 
equal tolls at each canal, the Panama route 
will readily secure the traffic. 


Asiatic Trade Not Expected. 

It Is not to be expected that much of the 
commerce of Europe with the Pacific sea- 
board of Asia can be diverted to Panama 
from its present route via Suez. Distances 
are less via Suez; and, with the exception of 
voyages from north Europe to Japan and re- 
turn, the fuel expenses are lower by way of 
Suez. 

A Panama toll of $1.20 per net ton will not 
unduly burden the commerce served by the 
canal. The costs of transportation betwee 
the two seaboards of the United States wili 
be reduced several times the amount of the 
toll; and for the commerce of the eastern 
seaboard of the United States with western 
South America and with Australia, the econ-

Would Save in Fuel Expense. 


„Nor will a toll of $1.20 per net ton seri- 
ously restrict the use of the canal by Eu- 
ropean countries. For the commerce of Eu- 
rope with Chile and with New Zealand, the 
saving resulting from the shortening of the 
time of voyage via Panama as compared 
with the Straits of Magellan, would not war- 
rant the payment of tolls of $1.20 per net ves- 
sel ton for using the Panama canal; but the 
fuel exenuses via Panama will be so much 
less than via Magellan as to make the canal 
route preferable even with tolls of $1.20 per 
net ton. 

The normal growth of traffic of the Pan- 
ama canal will not be interfered with by a 
toll of $1.20 per net ton. The tonnage of ship- 
ping using the Suez cana! has increased rap- 
idly, the growth of traffice having been about 
70 per cent during the last ten years, al- 
though the tolls at the opening of the decade 
were $1.74 per net ton and in 1011 §1.30—a 
higher rate than is recommended for Pan- 
ama. 


Touches Rates on Warships. 


In the president's proclamation the rate 
upon war vessels was fixed at 50 cents a dis- 
placement ton, and Prof. Johneon had this 
comment to make: 

“The tolls upon merchant vessels should 
be fixed low enough to enable the Panama 
canal effectively to promote the commerce 
ef the United States and the world; but the 
United States government is not called upon 
to make the Panama canal tolle upon war 
ships low for the purpose of lightenimg the 
na val burdens of foreign countries. In send- 
ing their warships through the Paname canal 
foreign nations should pay tolls high enough 
to cover costs and risks incurred by the canal 
authorities in performing the service ren- 


dered.“

Pumpkin Pies. 

The making of old-fashioned pumpkin plies 
helps support one woman. She uses large deep 
ple tins and puts in an abundance of flling, 
which she prepares according to the following 
recipe: Two cups stewed pumpkin, one cup milk, 
one-half cup molasses, one-half cup sugar, one 
tablespoonful melted butter, one tablespoonful 
ginger, one teaspoonful salt, two eggs.

“Some fine weapons to use in a war on the 
high cost of living are to be found among the 
following suggestions: 

“Pay cash for everything. 

“Buy in large quantities, as you always save 
thereby. 

“Don't, because you have a whole barrel of 
sugar, entertain any fear that you'll never get 
to see the bottom of the barrel. 

“Do all your own baking. I have learned by 
experience that $1 invested in flour will make 
forty loaves of bread the size of a baker's loaf, 
and the same amount invested in bread at a 
bakery would purchase only twenty loaves. 
“Lard can be used as a substitute for butter 
with perfect results in any cake if a pinth of 
salt is added, and never be detected. 

“Use gingerbread made without eggs and the 
eggiess kind of cakes whenever eggs are high. 

When the price of potatoes is high use rica, 
cornmeal, and small grits. These foods are very 
nutritious, and should be used very freely by 
those who desire to be economical. Mush made 
of nice, fresh, sweet meal, cooked thin and well 
done, to which has been added a bit of pure lari, 
— be eaten with cream and sugar for break

“Mush cooked thick and let stand until cold: 
can be sliced, dipped in egg, and fried nicely. 
This is nice with sirup for d fast, or a 


splendid substitute for potatoes. Small grits

with cream and sugar, cost 2% cents a pound, 
and one-half pound will serve six people. When 
cold can be sliced, dipped in egg. and fried che 
same as mush... Left over grits also make an 
excellent ‘rice’ pudding with the addition of 
egg, milk, sugar, and lemon flavoring. Lest 
we forget, cornmeal pancakes with home made 
sirup are very fine. 

“Use meat but once a day. This will prove 
beneficial to both the stomach and purse. Use 
only the cheaper cuts of meat and cook them 
properly. Get soup meat on wash and ironing 
day, and serve your family with a fine, hot rice 
soup for supper. The following day run the 
soup meat through the food grinder, add ess. 
milk, and stale bread crumbs, and season with 
onion or sage. Bake in a loaf, garnish with 
parsley. There you have a tempting dish of 
cheap meat for dinner at a cost of 16 or 20 cents. 
Soup meat also makes fine wet or dry hash ‘or 
breakfast. Usa salt pork, which can be had for 
14 cents a pound, instead of breakfast bacon for 
28 cents. ä 

“The housewife should practice economy in 
everything. She should do all her own house- 
work, including sewing, and teach all she knows 
along these lines to the daughters. 

“As children must have some sweets, learn to 
make nice home made candies for them. Home 
made candy is always cheaper and far more 
wholesome. 

“ Always keep the children in mind when pre- 
paring meals, so it won't be necessary for them 
to sit-and watch papa and mamma enjoy a few 
grindstones at dinner while they are forced to 

at soap bubbles and wash them down with 
plain water. Let every meal be a compromise. 
Give the little ones consideration. 

“Don’t invest in silk hose or sox until you 
earn more than enough in one day to pay for 
one pair. 

“Ask ‘hubby’ to please cut down on his ex- 
penses for drink and tobacco, while ‘ wifey’ 
tries so hard to economize in every possible 
manner.

Buys Goods in Bulk. 


“We are a family of three—husband, wife, 
and baby—with hearty appetites. I find it best 
to allow ‘so much for groceries and meat and 
I always order with the thought of making my 
grocery bill less if possible and yet set a good 
table I do all ordering by telephone and pay 
at the end of each month. I send back any arti- 
cle that fails to please me. 

“TI trade at a department store and my gro- 
cery bill always includes small articles of dry 
goods and I buy oil, smoking tobacco and cigars, 
butter, milk, eggs, and all groceries—vwell, 
everything it is possible to get at the one store. 
I buy in bulk everything that I can, such as 
Hour, lard, soap, beans, cocoa, sugar, etc., and 
arrange to ‘lay in’ a supply of certain articles 
one month and something else the next. That 
way I keep within my allowance each month. 

“I buy apples and potatoes when they are 
cheapest; also eggs, and I pack them in water- 
glass to use during the winter when others are 
paying 40 cents a dozen. I use all leftovers in 
the many different ways and never waste meat 
fryings. I do all my baking except bread and 
put up two meals in the lunch bucket, as my 
husband only has dinner at home. 

“Our grocery bill ranges from $14 to $16 a 
month and that includes the meat.

Suggests Purchasing Agent. 


“Is there not a field for a purchasing agent 
to do the buying for a club of housewives? For 
example, a woman qualified by her own exper?- 
ence could purchase the meat supplies for a 
dozen or more homes, She could call on each 
one and advise them and secure a list of the 
kind and amount of meat desired for each day 
of the ensuing week. With this list, calling for 
150 or more pounds of meat, she could make 
terms with the retail merchant for cash, that 
would leave a margin of profit for retailer, con- 
sumer, and agent. She should be able to coun- 
sel with them as to value of the various cuts, 
availability of cheaper pieces, management of 
leftovers, checking waste, and in general teach 
them to eat to live rather than live to eat. 

“The same method can be applied to codpera- 
tive purchase, in quantities, of all kinds of food 
for individual families at a saving of 20 to 25

OTHING better in the way of an at- 
tached” score than that of “My Little 
Friend has been brought hither in the 
tentative renaissance of operetta. In- 

deed, the Oscar Straus music presented at 

the Studebaker is superior as music to that of 
Straus’ earlier work, The Waltz Dream,“ a 
fallure here, but a composition of far greater 
value than the score of The Chocolate Soldier.” 
he new piece fairly radiates good melody of 
the best school of continental operetta. There 
is at least one waltz, a lente movement that 
takes title from the play, which transcends 
in sheer beauty -the “My Hero” song, although 
not at all likely, for just this reason, ever to win 
the popularity that marked the latter; and there 
are marches, polkas, and a schottische that 
sparkle in their purity and humor. For Oscar 
Straus is that rara-avis among latter day com- 
posers of light melody, a musical humorist. Of 
sixteen distinct melodies in the score of “ My 
Little Friend,” twelve at least are well worth 
while.

But the expressed enthusiasm evoked by the 
score is not to be translated into terms of 
prophecy as to the success of “My Little 
Friend” with the general theatergoer Straus’ 
beautiful music is wedded to as stupid an ex- 
ample of translated libretto as even the broth- 
ers Smith have yet committed. No intimate 
knowledge of continental freedom in the matter 
of comic opera books is required to discern 
in the mild and slow paced “argument” of “ My 
Little Friend” an original that required bichlo- 
ride and the dry cleaner. The Messrs. Smith 
provided the chemical and performed the neces- 
gary eradicatory functions, but they left the 
libretto of Herren Willner und Stern shrieking 
for the pulmotor. 

It-would seem that they would have fared 
better had :they undertaken a new story, dis- 
regarding everything in the original save the 
delightful Straus score. They have fitted fair- 
ly singable but commonplace verses to the dell- 
cious music. Their part of the work betrays no 
more enterprise than necessary to carry them 
through a routine job, and they have been 
helped none whatever by the conventional, un- 
imaginative manner in which Frank Smithson 
has placed the operetta on the stage. However, 
it is well to remember, in respect to both the 
Messrs. Smith and Mr. Smithson, that the Ger- 
man authors may have imposed restrictions in 
just these items, and that neither the trans- 
laters nor the stage director enjoyed desirable

Why We Are Right Handed. 


Primitive man, being by nature a fighting 
animal, fought for the most part at first with 
his great canine teeth, his nails, and his fists, 
till in process of time he added to those early 
and natural weapons the further persuasions 
of a club or shillalah. He also fought. as 
Darwin has conclusively shown, in the main for 
the possession of the ladies, of his kind, against 
other members of his own sex and species. 
And if you fight you soon learn to protect the 
most exposed and vulnerable portion of your 
body. Or, if you don’t, natural selection man- 
ages it for you by killing you off as an imme- 
diate consequence. 

To the boxer, wréstler, or hand-to-hand com- 
batant that most vulnerable portion is un- 
doubtedly the heart. A hard blow, well de- 
livered, on the left breast, will easily kill or, 
at any rate, stun a strong man. Hence, from 
an egrly period men have used the right hand 
to fight with and have employed the left arm 
chiefly to cover the heart and to parry a blow 
aimed at that specially vulnerable region. And 
when weapons of offense and defense super- 
sede mere fists and teeth it is the right hand 
that grasps the spear or sword, while the left 
holds over the heart for defense the shield or 
buckler. 

From this simple origin then the whole vast 
difference of right and left in civilized life 
takes its beginning. At first. no doubt, the 
superiority of the right hand was only felt 
in the manner of fighting. But that alone gave 
it a distinct pull and paved the way at last 
for the supremacy elsewhere. For when weap- 
ons came into use the habitual employment of 
the right hand to grasp the spear, sword. or 
knife made the nerves or muscles of the right 
side far more obedient to the control of the 
‘will than those of the left. The dexterity thus 
acquired by the right—see how the word “ dex- 
terity” implies this fact—made it more nat- 
ural for the early hunter and artificer to em- 
ploy the same hand preferentially in the man- 
ufacture of flint hatchets, bows and arrows, 
and all the other manifold activities of savage 
life. It was the hand with which he grasped 
his wéapon: it was therefore the hand with 
which he chipped it. To the end, however, the 
right hand remains especially “the hand in 
which you hold your knife”; and that is exact- 
ly how your own children to this day decide 
the question which is which when they begin 
to know their right hand from their left for 
practical purposes.
